The seal of the Nicols family, now in the possession of Miss 
Mary Dorsey Nicols of Baltimore, is carved on cornelian. This 
heirloom was brought to America by the Rev. Henry Nicols in 
1703 and has been handed down from one generation to the next 
since that time. 


The Rev. Henry Nicols was born in Glanmorgan, Wales. He 
was graduated from Jesus College, Oxford, in 1702 and was or- 
dained Deacon and Priest in the Church of Eneland by the Bishon 
of London. In 1703 he was sent to America by ‘“The Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts’’ and officiated at 
St. Martin’s Church, Martin’s Hook near Chester Pa., and at 
Concord, Pa., until 1708 (ref. Md. Arch. xxvii 278). In that 
year, he moved to St. Michael, Talbot Co., Maryland, and settled 
.~ at “‘Maidens Point’’ on the Miles River where he lived until his 
death. In the Marvland Gazette of 1749 this notice appeared: 
“Feb. 12. 2749, ~ Died, ‘the: (Rev. Henry Nicols, rector of St. 
Michael’s Church, in advanced age. His life was exemplary, his 
character unblamable and worthy of imitation.” 

In tearing down the old church at St. Michael’s in 1878, the 
workmen found the tomb of the Rev. Henry Nicols under the 
chancel in a good state of preservation and, also, the tomb of the 
Rev. Mr. Chamberland in the interior of the west gable. These 
were carefully protected from injury and can now be seen in the 
crypt of the church. The following is the Latin inscription found 
on the marble slab of the Rev. MR. Nicols’ tomb:

He 
lived 70 years. ‘Tread upon salt with out savor.’’ He ordered 
these inscribed. 


The Rev. Henry Nicols’ will can be found in the Hall of Rec- 
ords, Annapolis, Md., 25,513.

The General Assembly of the Upper House gave him a 
vote of thanks for his excellent sermon delivered to them on April 
15, 1718, and on April 27, 1718, he was elected one of the com- 
missaries to thank his Excellency, John Hart Esq., Captain General 
Commander in Chief, for his help in matters regarding the Church.
